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INTRODUCTION 


Many factors enter into the proper choice of a college. Before 
deciding upon an institution in which to register for advanced training, 
the high school student should consider carefully his background, per- 
sonal qualities, expectations and needs, evaluating the colleges in terms 
of such needs. Will the type of training he wishes be found in a school in 
which emphasis is placed on the development of culture or one in which vo- 
cational education is stressed? The high school senior should learn of 
the advantages and disadvantages of attending a large or a small colloge; 
he should understand the significant differences in universities supported 
by state or city governments and those operated as private or denominational 
schools. 


Some college students attend a school because their parents or relatives 
have gone there, because their friends are registered there, or for social 
prestige which graduation from such a college brings. Obviously these are 
not the only considerations which should enter into such an important 
choice. The prospective student may be limited by individual considerations 
such as expense or possibility of earning a part of his way, or he may find 
it necessary to attend a school near his home. Exclusive of such limita- 
tions, other considerations may be the physical plant of the college, the 
faculty, the academic standing of the school, whether it is sectarian or 
non=sectarian, whether co-educational or otherwise, and the social life of 
the college. 


This book, which contains important facts about Kentucky colleges, is 


designed to give the prospective student a definite idea of what Kentucky 
has to offer in advanced training of collegiate rank. 
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ASBURY COLLEGE 
Wilmore, Kentucky

Asbury College, established in 1890, is an interdenominational school 
but one in which Methodist doctrines are taught. There are sixteen buildings 
of the college group, located on a spacious campus of forty-six acres. 


The college is accredited by the Association of American Colleges. The 
four years training is academic and religious, leading to the Bachelor of 
Arts degree. Students who enter must offer fifteen credits from an accredit- 
ed high school or mst pass an entrance examination. 


The school year begins the middle of September and continues until the 
first week of June. Tuition is $60.00 per quarter, with a $5.00 registration 
fee each quarter and with a $10.00 student activity fee, payable $5.00 each 
of the first two quarters. Books cost from $12.00 to $15.00. Room rent for 
each quarter ranges from $18.00 to $50.00 according to accommodations offered 
and board costs $42.00 per quarter. Students are required to live in the 
college dormitories. 


Courses are offered for the ministry, missions, teaching, and general 
culture. Pre-vocational courses are offered in Law and Medicine. 


Athletic clubs and debating clubs encourage group contacts and tennis, 
baseball, track, baskctball, and archery offer recreational interest for all 
students. The Choral Society, the Mountain Missionary Society and other 
social clubs promote further interests. The Honry Clay Morrison Memorial 
Library supplies the research needs of the colloge. 


In 1937, students were enrolled from thirty-five states and eight foreign 
countries, giving a cosmopolitan atmosphere. Special emphasis is placed on 
‘ training for Christian service. 


Wilmore, which is a town of about 1,500 people, has Methodist, Baptist, 
Presbyterian and Christian churches. Work in the community is possible, but 
such work must not exceed twenty hours per week. The college offers some 
students the opportunity to earn a part of their expenses (about $27.00 per 
quarter) doing industrial work involved in the operation of a school plant. 


BEREA COLLEGE AND ALLIED SCHOOLS 
Berea, Kentucky 
William James Hutchins, D.D., LLeD., President 


Berea College and Allied Schools include, in addition to the College, the 
Academy, the Foundation-Junior High School, the Music Department, the School 
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of Nursing, and the Vocational Departments. Berea, established in 1855, has 
a campus of 140 acres beautified by native forest trees and flowering shrubs. 
There are more than seventy buildings on the campus, some being used for 
classrooms, others as dormitories and others housing the industries of the 
institution. In 1936 the enrollment was approximately two thousand men and 
women. 


It is the aim of Berea College and Allied Schools to provide labor for 
all students in order to train them for their life work, as well as to furnish 
them a means of earning a part of their way through school. Hach student is 
required to work at ledst ten hours a week. 


An entrance requirement is that one must be a native of one of the 
mountain counties of the eight Appalachian states, which include Kentucky. 
An applicant for admission to the college must be at least fifteen years of 
age and a graduate of an accredited high schoole Entrance credits must in- 
clude three units in English, one in geometry, one in algebra, one in science 
and one in history. Language is required in college if two units are not 
presented at entrance. Because of the great demand, applicants wishing to 
enter the College of Arts and Sciences must file their applications by the 
first day of March for admission the following September. No one from beyond 
the prescribed district is permitted to enroll. 


The-school offers training in nursing, industrial arts and academic work, 
as well as special courses. Four years of college work are required for the 
degrees of Bachelor of Arts, Bachelor of Science in Home Economics, and Bache- 
lor of Science in Agriculture. 


' Berea is accredited by the Association of American Universities, Associa-= 
tion of American Colleges, Southern Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools, American Association of University Women, Kentucky Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools, and the Kentucky Department of Education. 


There are ten dormitories for women with a total of 402 rooms and twelve 
dormitories for men. with a total of 418 rooms. All students are charged 
$11.70 per semester for rooms. Board for women students is $2.65 per week 
and for men students, $2.75 per week. The total cost per semester is $112.50, 
but a substantial portion of this amount may be earned through work offered 
by the college. College fees are payable each nine weeks and amount to $36.85 
for men and $35.95 for women. 


Extra-curricular activities include musical organizations, literary so- 
cieties, lyceum lectures, and athletics, including swimming, track, tennis, 
and basketball. A main athletic field, a woman's athletic field, a gymnasium, 
and a swimming pool provide splendid cquipment for physical education. Socie- 
ties are the Student Literary Society, Harmonia Society, Dramatic Club, and 
Glee Club. 


Berea, a town of two thousand inhabitants, has no industries except those 
of the College. Baptist, Christian, Methodist and Union churches are found 
in the community. The library, located on the campus, contains more than 
sixty eight thousand volumes. Y.M.C.A. and Y.W.C.A. function on the campus. 
Berea's endowment in June 1936 amounted to $9,863,122.19. 
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BETHEL WOMAN'S COLLEGE 


Hopkinsville, Kentucky 
Je W. Gaines, MeAe, LL.D., Presidont 


Bethel Womants College, a Baptist institution founded in 1854, is located 
in Hopkinsville, a southern Kentucky town of over ten thousand population. 
The campus is beautified by shrubbery, flowers and many old forest trees. 
Swimming in the sanitary pool, horseback riding, hiking, golf, and tennis are 
enjoyed by the students. 


Two literary societies, the Science Club, two sororities--Phi Theta Kappa 
and Delta Psi Omega, the Student Government Association, the student publica- 
tion, musical organizations and religious activities offer ample opportunity 
for self-expression. 


No one will be accepted as a candidate for graduation until she has been 
a student in the college for at least one yeare The regular course requires 
two years and fifteen high school credits are necessary for entrance, 


The college is a member of the American Association of Junior Colleges 
and the Southern Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools. It is offici- 
ally accredited by the University of Kentucky. The University of Chicago and 
other similar universities have invited Bethel to recommend its best students 
for admission to their honor courses. 


The degree of Associate in Arts is granted upon satisfactory completion 
of the academic course. Diplomas are granted to graduates in piano, voice, 
violin and organ. Teacher training diplomas are issued to those who have 
completed teacher training requirements and diplomas are given also in expres- 
sion, home economics and physical education. 


‘The school opens on the third Tuesday’ in September and the cost for the 
year ranges from $300.00 to $450.00 plus expenses incidental to special 
courses. A budget fee of $15.00 is required te cover the cost of the annual, 
May Day costume, and special class fees. Room and board in the dormitories 
are included in the tuition price. There are no outside boarding homes. 


+ is possible for the student to earn between $50.00 and $150.00 by 
serving tables, cleaning classrooms, answering telephones and working in the 
library or office. A scholarship is offered by the Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy. 


BOWLING GREEN BUSINESS UNIVERSITY 


Bowling Green, Kentucky 


Je Le Harman, LL.D., President 


Bowling Green Business University, established in 1874, is unique in that 
it is the only privately owmed and conducted business school in America which 
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is formally accredited.as a four-year college in the field of business. Its 
students come from all sections of the United States and from several foreign 
countries. There are thirty members of the faculty. 


The school is a member of the American Association of Teachers Colleges, 
the National Association of Commercial Teacher Training Institutions, the 
National Association of Accredited Commercial. Schools and the Kentucky Associ- 
ation of Colleges and Secondary Schools. 


The curriculum of the Business University is divided into two divisions, 
the Commercial Division and the College of Commerce division. In the Commer- 
cial Division, business courses which give no college credit are offered. 

The courses in this division are brief and practical, giving the students a 
comprehensive idea of business transactions and office procedure and leading 
to employment in business offices. In the College of Commerce division, 
courses are given of college grade. The length of time required for these 
courses is two or four years and they lead to private and public accounting, 
commercial teaching, general secretarial and executive secretarial positions. 
The four-year course leads to a bachelor's degree. A two-year Pre-Law course 
is included in the curriculum. 


Tuition in the commercial division ranges from $105.00 to $195.00 accord- 
ing to length of time required and content of course pursued. The tuition in 
the college division is $160.00 per term of nine months for the first year. 
For the second year, the tuition is coping less. Board and room may be 
obtained in Bowling Green for as little as $22.00 per month but the average 
rate is slightly higher. 


Debating societies, sectional clubs, fraternities and sororities enable 
the students to enjoy each other socially and assist the Business University 
to maintain its fine atmosphere and high moral standards. Bowling Green 
offers facilities for golf, tennis, and swimming. The school oncourages its 
students to participate in activities which will develop thoir social and 
religious life. 


CAMPBELLSVILLE COLLEGE 
Campbellsville, Kentucky 


Denton James Wright, A-B., M-A-, President 


Campbellsville College is a co-educational junior college directed and 
- supported by the Baptist denomination. The institution was founded as an 
academy in 1907 and established as a college in 1923. The campus of fifteen 
acres, with its buildings, trees and shrubbery, presents an imposing appear- 
ANCE. 


Campbellsville is a town of nearly three thousand population with churches 
of all leading denominations. The town contains lumber, stave and handle mills; 
two bottling factories; a cheese factory; two wholesale houses; and a cooper- 
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Campbellsville College enrolled about two hundred students in the year 
1937-38. Courses are offered in liberal arts, teacher training and commerce, 
also in instrumental music, public school music, art and the Bible. An ele- 
mentary training school of all eight grades is maintained also. Students 
having musical or forensic talent may enter the Glee Club, orchestra, or 
Literary Club and secure training and practice without additional cost. All 
athletic activities, with the exception of football, are provided for with a 
good gymnasium and several courts. Major athletics are basketball and tennis. 
Extra-curricular clubs include the Baptist Student Union and the Young Women's 
Auxiliary. 


The college is fully accredited by the University of Kentucky, the Ken- 
tucky Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools, and the American Associa- 
tion of Junior Colleges. All teachers, including those of the training school, 
are specialists of much experience, having at least a master's degree. 


he cost for each of the two semesters including board, room, tuition 
and registration is $110.00. There are small laboratory fees for special 
courses. Books range from $3.00 to $12.00 a semester and dormitories are 
provided for both women and men. 


Possibilities of earning in the city are limited. The college makes 
provision for a few students to earn a part of their expenses, but this oppor- 
tunity is given only to those who really need it in order to continue in 
college.’ 


CANEY JUNIOR COLLEGE 


Pippapass, Kentucky 


Miss Alice Lloyd, President 


Caney Junior College was established in 1927 as a department of the 
Caney Creek Community Center. It is a co-educational institution and had an 
enrollment for the year 1937-38 of 110 young men and women. The college is 
accredited by the American Association of Juniot Colleges and the Kentucky 
Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools. A two-year course is offered 
in Arts and Sciences and the Normal Department enables prospective teachers 
to secure elementary certificates. 


The term consists of two semesters. The first semester starts the second 
week of September and the second semester starts the last week in January and 
closes the last week in May. A summer course is offered also. Approximately 
two years of work are required to complete the college course. Graduates of 
accredited high schools are accepted without examination but others are re- 
quired to pass an entrance examination. The school emphasizes fineness of 
thought and morals, and simplicity of dress and manner. 


The college is located in a community of approximately 1,500 inhabitants. 


The campus is composed of 153 acres of mountainous land which includes a grad- 
ed baseball field. Extra-curricular activities such as baseball, basketball, 
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tennis, oratorical discussions and Christian forums are conducted. The libra- 
ry, which is owned by the community, has over twenty-two thousand volumes and 
receives forty current magazines, 


The school furnishes room and board without cost to the student and there 
is no charge for tuition except a lifetime unwritten pledge to settle in the 
southeastern highland section and to take a decided stand for capable and 
consecrated citizenship. The college's primary aim is to train professional 
leaders for the mountain district of Kentucky. 


CENTRE COLLEGE 


Danville, Kentucky 


James Howell Hewlett, MeA., Ph.D., Acting President 


Centre College, which was chartered in 1819, is one of the oldest insti- 
tutions of higher education in Kentucky and the South, and is the only college 
in Kentucky that has co-ordinate education with separate departments for men 
and womene The classroom work, with a few exceptions, is not co-educational. 
The men's department of the college is located on a campus of forty-two acres 
with seven buildings and the campus of the women's department includes twenty- 
two acres with seven buildings. The buildings are in excellent condition, 
having been restored in 1929. The libraries include 32,700 volumes and the 
college has an endowment of over one million dollars. 


The type of work and training offered is academic. Courses include Pre- 
Medical, Pre-Law, and Business Administration, and other courses are given 
for those who are planning to be ministers and teachers. The college confers 
the Bachelor of Arts degree and the honorary degrees of Doctor of Divinity, 
Doctor of Literature, and Doctor of Laws. 


Centre College is a member of the Association of American Universities, 
the Southern Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools, the Association 
of American Colleges, the National Conference of Church Related Colleges, the 
Kentucky Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools, the National Education 
Association, the Presbyterian College Union, tho Presbyterian Nducational 
Association of the South, the National Collegiate Athletic Association, the 
Southern Intercollogiate Athletic Association, and the National Physical 
Education Association. The Women's Department is on the list of. colleges ap- 
proved by the American Association of University Women. 


All applicants for admission, in addition to the usual fifteen credits 
from an approved preparatory school, must present evidences of character and 
scholastic purpose. The first semester begins on the second Monday in Sep- 
tember, and the second semester starts on the first Monday in February and 
ends on the first Monday in June. An annual fee of $180.00 is charged, cov- 
ering instruction in five courses throughout the year. Each additional course 
costs $15.00 per semester. Books will average $15.00 a semester and a fee of 
$20.00 is collected for student activities. All non-resident women students 
live in the dormitory and room and board for women amounts to {3300.00 per year, 
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Rooms for men range from $2.00 to $4.00 weekly and their board costs from 
$5.00 to $8.00. While the college maintains a men's dormitory, those men 
who wish may live in approved private homes in Danville. Energetic and am- 
bitious young men who lack pecuniary means may find employment in the town 
or college. A few young women are employed by the college, but the amount 
earned in this way may not exceed $150.00 per year. 


Extra curricular activities include: Centre College Christian Associa~ 
tion, two literary societies, a scholarship society, the English, French, 
Spanish and German Clubs, Centre College Players Club, Glee Club, Pitkin Club 
(a religious club), Student Council, orchestra and band. There aro five 
fraternities. 


Football is the major athletic activity and the college has a football 
stadium which seats eight thousand. There is an illuminated diamond ball 
field, a good quarter mile cinder track, and complete equipment for football, 
basketball, track, tennis, and baseball. The Women's Department has a swim- 
ming pool. 


CHRISTIAN NORMAL INSTITUTE 
Gravson, Kentuc 


Je Le Lusky, MeA-, Prosident 


Christian Normal Institute was ostablished in 1919 and isa non-sectarian 
institution. The campus includes a natural park and there are four modern, 
gray, pressed-brick buildings and several cabins which house men students. 
Two-room cabins, modern and furnished, have been erected for the use of mar- 
ried students. The school now owns eight hundred acres of land which contains 
timber, coal, and some excellent farming land. Grayson is located on U. S. 
Highway No. 60, twenty-five miles west of Ashland. 


For admission, students are required to present at least fifteen high 
school credits, three of which must be in English, one in algebra, and one in 
plane geometry. Students who complete their work creditably in the lower 
division of this institution and desire to take teacher training or to pursue 
majors in the upper division, may do so by transferring to cooperating col- 
leges and universities. Those who desire a major in religious training may 
proceed with that at this college. 


The school year is divided into two semesters. The cost for a year is 
less than $200.00 for all those who work at least ten hours a week to apply 
on their school expense. ‘Manual labor is popular at the college and many of 
the students use this form of self-help. Boarding costs are reduced to a 
minimum because of student labor and produce raised on the farm and in the 
gardens. 


At present, this school does not engaje in intercollegiate sports but 


the students have plenty of opportunities for recreational interests. Two 
literary societies, the Christian Service Association, prayer circles, 
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Christian Endeavor groups and a daily chapel service train young pcople in 
‘leadership and encourage them to cultivate other group contacts. 


CUMBERLAND COLLEGE* 


Williamsburg, Kentucky 


James Lloyd Creech, BeS., President 


Cumberland College, founded in 1889, is a Baptist institution with an 
endowment of nearly one-half million dollars, the income from which enables 
this school to provide the best of instruction and boarding accommodations 
at minimum cost. The college is co-educational and has an enrollment of ap- 
proximately two hundred men and women. 


Fifteen acceptable units from an accredited high school are required for 
admission to Cumberland College. The institution is a junior college and 
offers vocational and ‘pre~professional courses. Sixty semester hours and 
sixty quality points are required for a diploma. 


Tuition is $35.00 per semester and books cost a maximum of $12.00 to 
$15.00 the first semester, and a smaller amount the second semester. Board 
is $14.00 per month and there is no charge for rooms. Students of piano, 
voice, violin and typing pay nominal fees for these classes. 


Williamsburg is a town of 1,826 population, situated in a beautiful val- 
ley surrounded by hills. Cumberland College owns fifteen acres extending 
across town between the business section and residential district. The cam- 
pus is divided into three sections and has nine buildings, including a 
library, located in the central section. The campus includes also a Y.M.C.A., 
a Y.W.eCeA., two dormitories for women and one for men. 


The institution is a member of the American Baptist Education Society, 
General Education Board of New York, the Kentucky Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools, the American Association of Junior Colleges, and the 
Southern Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools.

EASTERN KENTUCKY STATE TEACHERS COLLEGE 
Richmond, Kentucky 
H. Les Donovan, AeBes MeA-; PhaeDes LLeDes President 
Eastern Kentucky State Teachers College, a state supported institution, 


was established in 1906. It is a co-educational college with sixteen build- 
ings located on a campus of fifty acres which adjoins its farm of 176 acres. 
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For admission to the college, applicants must be graduates of accredited 
high schools; graduates from non-accredited high schools may take an entrance 
examination. Experienced teachers over twenty-one years of age who do not 
have the requirements for entrance are admitted, but no certificate will be 
issued until full entrance requirements have been met. 


Training offered at the college, which is primarily teacher training, 
leads to Bachelor of Arts and Bachelor of Science degrees. Pre-Medical, Pre- 
Law, and Pre-Engineering courses are offered. Liberal Arts eurricula lead 
to non-professional degreés of Bachelor of Arts and Bachelor of Science. 

The school has two semesters in each year, the first extending from the middle 
of September to, the last of January, and the second from February to tho first 
week in June. 


Tuition is free to residents of Kentucky, but an incidental fee of $25.00 
per semester is charged all students. Non-residents of Kentucky pay tuition 
at the rate of $15.00 per semester in addition to the incidental fee of $25.00. 
Books cost from $10.00 to $15.00 each semester. The school has two dormitor- 
ies for women and one for men. Room rent in the dormitories ranges from 
$18.00 to $40.50 per semester and the school cafeteria serves meals which 
average $60.00 per semester. Room and board may be obtained in many sual 
homes at rates comparable to those in the dormitory. 


Rastern Kentucky State Teachers College is a member of the Kentucky 
Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools, American Association of Teach- 
ers Colleges, and the Southern Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools. 
For clementary ccrtificates, two-year courses and four-yoar courses are offer- 
ede For a high school certificate, a four-year course is required. 


Extra-curricular activities are offered through literary and dramatic 
clubs, musical organizations, professional clubs, miscellaneous organizations, 
the college annual, the college newspaper, and honorary fraternities. Both 
Y.M.C.A. and Y.W.C.A. function on the campus. 


~The John Grant Crabbe Library has fifty-two thousand volumes, several 
thousand pamphlets, a large picture collection, and the John Wilson Townsend 
collection of Kentucky books (five thousand volumes). 


The college has a stadium, a practice field, and a large gymnasium, which 
provide facilities for football, basketball, baseball, tennis and track. Some 
students find jobs in Richmond and work their way through college. The col- 
lege offers work in the cafeteria, library, bookstore, post-office, dormitor- 
ies, and on the farm. 


GEORGETOWN COLLEGE 


Georgetown, Kentucky 


Henry Noble Sherwood, A.B., MeA., PheD., LLeD., President 


Georgetown College, a Baptist institution, was established in 1829. It 
is situated on a campus of twenty acres on which there are twelve buildings. 
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The college offers academic, teacher, secretarial and pre-professional 
training, leading to a Bachelor of Arts degree. Training in voice, piano, 
pipe organ, and violin is offered; band, orchestra and slee clubs are organ- 
ized; public school music is emphasized. The minimum requirement for the 
Bachelor of Arts degree is 128 semester hours. 


The tuition per semester in the College of Arts and Sciences is $67.50. 
In the College of Fine Arts, the tuition is dependent upon the courses pursued. 
Students for the ministry and children of ministers in active service are ad- 
mitted at half rate tuition. The entrance fce of $25.00 covers matriculation, 
library fee, publication subscription, and student admissions to college games. 
Books cost approximately $10.00 to $25.00 per semester. In Rucker Hall, rooms 
for women range from $35.00 to $40.00 per semester and in the sorority houses, 
rooms for the semester are $35.00 per person. Men's rooms in Pawling Hall are 
$24.00 per semester. Rooms are available in private homes for $5.00 to $15.00 
per month. All meals are served in Rucker Hall at $75.00 per semester. Many 
students earn part of their expenses through employment on the campus or in 
Georgetown. 


Presentation of 15 units from an approved high school including three 
units in English, one in algebra and one in plane geometry is necessary for 
entrance into Georgetown College. Satisfactory passage of an entrance examin- 
ation is required of those who fail to present the necessary high school units. 


The college is accredited by the Baptist Education Society of Kentucky, 
Southern Baptist Educational Association, Southern Inter-collegiate Athletic 
Association, Association of American Colleges and American Council of Education. 


Georgetown College is a co-educational school and had an enrollment in 
1936 of about six hundred men and women. The school has its own library and 
the city library is also available for students. ixtra-curricular activities 
are offered in the French Club, Glee Club, orchestra, The Maskrafters, class 
organizations, student publication, International Relations, student prayer 
meetings, Baptist Student Union, The Ministerial Club, and the Young Women's 
Auxiliary. There are five honorary national fraternities as well as campus 
fraternities and sororities. 


The major athletic activities are football, basketball, and tennis. The 
school is equipped with a football field, baseball field, tennis courts and 


gymnasium. 


Georgetown has a population of 4,229 and is an agricultural commmity.

The Jefferson School of Law is co-educational, having seventy-eight men 
and five women graduates in the class of 1936. Since a change in the course 
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of study in 1935 extended the course from two to three years, there was no 
graduating class in 1937. The school contains a library sufficiently compre- 
hensive to meet the law student's requirements and the Louisville Free Public 
Library with its seven branches, located in various sections of the city, are 
available. 


Extra-curricular activities include debating, a moot court, quiz clubs 
and two fraternities, Phi Beta Gamma and Sigma Delta Kappa. Both Y-M.C.A. and 
Y.WeCeA. are located in the city. 


There are no dormitories, students being allowed to obtain room and board 
where they please. A majority of the students have full-time employment in 
Louisville and earn all of their expenses.

Kentucky Wesleyan College, established in 1866, is a Methodist institution. 
It has an eight-acre campus which is well shaded and well kept. There are ten 
buildings, including a general library containing fourteen thousand volumes.

Fifteen units of high school work are required for entrance. In addition 
to the Bachelor of Arts degree, Wesleyan offers Pre-Medical, Pre=Lew, Pre-Agri- 
cultural, Pro-Dental, Thcological and Dducational training. Graduates who have 
met all requirements in Education arc givon, without examination, 2 cortificate 
to teach in Kentucky. Four years are required to completo the regular college 
cour sGe 


Kentucky Wesleyan College is co-educational, and had an enrollment of 
about 231 full-time students in 1937. Each of the two semesters costs the 
student $187.00 for tuition, fees, room and board. The dormitories are Batson 
Hall for men and Garnett Hall for women. 


Extra-curricular activities include athletics and religious, journalistic, 
and pre-professional clubs. Both Y.M.C.A. and Y.W.C.A. are on the campus. 
Clubs and societies include Keys, Mystic 13, Sigma Delta, Pi Sigma Chi, Alpha 
Beta Chi, Chi Epsilon Chi, Alpha Psi Omega, the Ministerial Association and the 
Life Service Group. All the usual sports except football are offered and there 
is an excellent gymnasium which contains a swimming pool. 


Denominational religions found in Winchester, a city of cight thousand 
population, are Baptist, Christian, Presbyterian, Methodist, and Catholic.

Lees Junior College, a private accredited junior college established in 
1883, is maintained by the Synod of the Presbyterian Church in Kentucky. The 
school is co-educational and has an enrolluent of approximately two hundred 
men and womens Both day pupils and resident students are accepted. 


The school year, extending from the first part of September to the first 
week in June, is divided into two semesters. The total cost for the ontire 
year is about $250.00. Two years are required to complete the course. 


The college is accredited by the American Association of Junior Colleges 
and is rated as Class "A" by the University of Kentucky and the Kentucky De- 
partment of Educatione ; 


The school is located in Jackson, a town in the eastern Kentucky mountains 
having a population of 2,100. There are opportunities for earning a part of 
onets college expenses. 


LINDSEY WILSON JUNIOR COLLEGE 
Columbia, Kentucky

Lindsey Wilson Junior College is an institution of the Louisville and 
Kentucky Conferences of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. The purpose of 
the school is to help the student apply acquired lmowledge to practical prob- 
lems of life. 


The college is a member of the Kentucky Association of Colleges and Secon- 
dary Schools. It is co-educational and had an enrollment of approximately two 
hundred students in 1956. The college campus consists of fifteen acres and is 
surrounded by beautiful hills. There are five main buildings, in addition to 
the president's home and faculty residences, located on the campus. An ath~ 
letic field, a volley ball court, and tennis courts encourage healthful exer- 
cise. A twenty-three-acre farm belongs to the institution. 


Fifteon units of high school credit are necessary for admission to the 
college. Work in public school music and art is given in addition to the 
regular teacher training course and a Pre-iledical course is offered which re- 
quires two years or sixty-four credit hours for completion. 


The school year is divided into two semesters. Tuition is $2.25 per se- 


mester hour and books for each semester cost between $10.00 and $12.00. Rooms, 
including heat, electric lights, and water, are $18.00 per semester. Board in 
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the dining hall is $14.00, payable the first of each month. Approved private 
homes rent rooms for light housekeeping for from $4.00 to $8.00 per month. 
Very few students board off the campus. The total cost for one year for room, 
board, tuition and fecs is $250.00. 


Some students earn a part of their expenses by working in the dining hall, 
in the garden, on the campus, and as janitors.’ It is possible to find work on 
Saturday afternoon in the Columbia stores. Ministerial students, children of 
active ministers, and honor students from the Columbia District get tuition 
scholarships worth $72.00 a year. The honor student of each accredited high 
school in the Columbia District is selected by the school and offered an honor 
scholarship. 


Since this is a private denominational college, emphasis is placed on 
Christian principles, morals and conduct. There are chapel exercises five days 
per week and students! vesper services immediately after supper. No religious 
affiliations are required except that students attend chapel four days out of 
each weele 


LORETTO JUNIOR COLLEGE 


Nerinx, Kentucky

Loretto Junior College, a Catholic institution for young women, was estab- 
lished in 1812 and was granted a state charter in 1829, which was amended and 
reapproved in 1898. Moved from its original foundation at St. Charles to its 
present site at Nerinx Post Office, Marion County, in 1924, the college has 
carried on uninterruptedly the work of education in this locality for 114 years. 
The fifteen-acre campus, forming part of a tract of nine hundred acres is fea- 
tured by walks, lawns and natural scenery, and has the added attraction of a 
group of interestingly historical buildings. 


Enrollment is restricted to those graduates of recognized four-year high 
schools who are acceptable as applicants for membership in the Loretto Sister- 
hood. The twofold purpose of the college is: 


1. To provide a two-ycar college course for those members and prospective 
members of the Loretto Society who have completed secondary education 
only. 


2 To provide education courses and to build a more solid foundation for 
a teaching career for those prospective members who hold an academic 
degree or who have already completed lower division courses of a 
liberal arts college. 


Adequate educational facilities, including classroom, library, lecture and 
laboratory equipment to meet both liberal arts and teacher training require- 
ments, are provided. Extra-curricular activities include the following organ- 
izations: religious, academic, artcraft, athletic, choral, dramatic and for- 
ensic societies. According to preference and ability, students engage in at 
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least one and not more than three of these organizations. 


Loretto Junior College is accredited by the University of Kentucky and is 
a member of the Kentucky Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools and the 
Association of Loretto Colleges. By reason oi its membership in the Associa- 
tion of Loretto Colleges, Loretto Junior College students, at the completion 
of thoir two-ycar course, are prepared to continue thoir studies in one of the 
two senior colleges conducted by the Sisters of Loretto. These are Loretto 
Heights College at Denver, Colorado, or Webstor College at Webster Groves, 
Missouri. 


Present attendance records of Lorotto Junior College show resident students 
from cleven states and one foreign country. 


LOUISVILLE COLLEGE OF PHARMACY 


Louisville, Kentucky 


Gordon Le Curry, Ph.G-, Phar.D., Dean 


The Louisville College of Pharmacy, located in the heart of Louisville's 
business section, was established in 1870. The building, recently remodeled, 
has abundant floor space for laboratories and lecture rooms. It also houses 
a& museum and technical library oi 1,500 volumes and the principal pharmacy 
journals. Within walking distance are the Public Library, the Y.M.C.A., the 
Y.W.C-A-, numerous boarding homes and restaurants. While there is a small 
endowment fund, the income from this source is negligible. 


The college offers training in pharmacy, chemistry, materia medica, and 
mycroscopy, leading to the degree of Bachelor of Science in Pharmacy. Four 
years of thirty-two weeks each, or a total of three thousand clock hours, are 
necessary to complete the course. Master in Pharmacy degrees are granted to 
those who within five years after graduation present a thesis embodying origin- 
al research of exceptional merit. 


The men and women who enter must present certificates showing completion 
of four years in an accredited high school, or equivalents in credits. The work 
of the college is accredited by the American Association of Colleges of Pharmacy. 


The school year is divided into two semesters, beginning the last week in 
September and the first weck in February. The tuition is $100.00 per semester 
with a deposit of $10.00 for lockers and apparatus, part of which is returnable 
when deductions for losses have been made. Books cost approximately $40.00 for 
the first year, $323.00 for the second, $31.00 for the third, and $15.00 for the 
last. ifost of the expensive text books are used throughout the course. Cost 
of room and board is $5.00 or $6.00 a week. Some students secure employment 
in local pharmacies and other establishments. 


There are the following societies: Students of the American Pharmacy 


Association, Phi Delta Chi, Kappa Psi, and Alpha Zeta Omega fraternity chapters. 
Two scholarships are given, one for $150.00 for third year students, and another 
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of $500.00 for the complete course. The institution is in excellent financial 
condition, having no outstanding debts or obligations. 


LOUISVILLE PRESBYTERIAN SEMINARY 
Louisville, Kontucly 


Frank Hill Caldwell, Ph.eD., D.D., President 


The Louisville Presbyterian Seminary, established in 1901, is located in 
downtown Louisville. Being so near the business district, no campus is possi- 
ble, but the seven buildings of Bowling Green stone in Oxford architecture make 
one of the city's show places. 


The institution receives only men as students, but a few women register as 
special students. The seminary is under the direct control of the Synods of 
Kentucky, Missouri, Appalachia, Alabama, and Tennessee in the Presbyterian 
Church, U.S.A. It is subject to the supervision of the General Assemblies of 
these churches. 


Applicants for admission must be in good standing in an evangelical church, 
must come recommended by the pastors of thvir church, and must be graduates of 
an accredited college or university. The school year, divided in two semesters, 
begins on. the last Wednesday in September and continues until the first Tuesday 
in May. 


There is no tuition fee. The fees are: Matriculation, $12.50 per semes- 
ter; contingent fee, $30.00 per semester. Books cost approximately $10.00 each 
semester. With due economy the complete cost of a year's work should range 
from $250.00 to $300.00. Room and board is $3.00 per week, which is waived for 
scholarship students. A dormitory for married students is located within a 
block of the Seminary. 


The training leads to the degrees of Bachelor of Divinity, requiring at 
least three years, and Master of Theology, requiring one year beyond the B.D. 
degree. 


Students engage in religious activities in the churches, settlements, and 
missions in the city of Louisville and its vicinity. The Y.M.C.A. and the 
Louisville Free Public Library are within walking distance. Within the school 
is the Lucy Barret Stites Memorial Library of thirty-two thousand volumes, the 
Stephen Yerkes Library and the David C. Humphrey Library. The Seminary has a 
basketball team which meets neighboring teams in scheduled games. 


Louisville Presbyterian Seminary has a total endowment of over one million 
dollars. 
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MOREHEAD STATE TEACHERS COLLEGE 


Morehead, Kentucky

Morehead State Teachers College is a statc institution established in 1922. 
The campus includes about seventy-five acres and extends toward the southeast 
to an almost level athletic field. There are thirteen buildings on the campus 
including two dormitories for women, two for men, a library, an administration 
and classroom building, a training school, a stadium, an auditorium, a gymnasi- 
um and swimning pool, a power plant, and the president's home. 


The college gives courses in Pre-Medicine, Pre-Law, and Pre-Engineering, 
in addition to performing its chief function of teacher training. The A.B. and 
B.S. degrees are conferred. For admission, high school graduation with fifteen 
units of acceptable high school credits, is required. There are two regular 
semesters of eighteen weeks each and a spring and summer school. No tuition is 
charged residents of Kontucky but there is an incidowtal fce of $25.00 per 
somester and $12.50 for cach spring or summer term. Non-residents of Kentucky 
must pay $15.00 per semester for tuition in addition to the incidental fee. 
Books cost about {312.00 per semester. Two years of work leading to provisional 
elementary certificates, four years of work leading to standard elementary 
certificates with degree, and four years of work with provisional high school 
certificate and degree are required to finish the different courses. 


Allie Young Hall and Fields Hall are dormitories for women end Thompson 
Hall and Men's Hall are for men. Board averages about $4.00 per week in the 
cafeterias and room rent in dormitories is $27.00 per semester. Tho college 
maintains a list of approved homes where students may room when the dormitorics 
are overcrowded. The school has made it possible for a limited number of 
students, all of whom must have an average grade of "C" or better, to earn part 
of their expenses by doing various kinds of work in the college such as working 
in the cafeteria, dormitories, offices, and various buildings. A few students 
may find employment in Morehead. 


The extra-curricular organizations include Le Club Francais, English Club, 
Revelers Dramatic Club, Debating Club, Peri-Estotes, musical organizations, 
Foster Choral Club, Alumni Association and the college paper and magazine. The 
college also has a Y.M.CoA. and Y.W.C-A. on the campus. The Niwatori Club for 
women and the Campus Club for men require that their members maintain a schol- 
astiec record of at least "C". The Beaux Arts Club stimulates an interest in 
the fine arts. Students who are interested are encouraged to play football, 
basketball, beseball and tennis. 


The population of Morehead is 1800. The denominational religions are 
Baptist, Christian, Methodist, and Church of God. 


The college is accredited by the Southern Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools, the American Association of Teachers Colleges, and the Ken- 
tucky Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools. 
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MOUNT SAINT JOSEPH JUNIOR COLLEGE

Mount Saint Joseph Junior College, a Catholic senool, is located at Maple 
Mount, Daviess County, Kentucky. It was founded as a boarding school in 1874 
and became an accredited Junior College in 1925. The collese grounds, some 
five hundred acres, are composed of parks, the campus, gardeus, shady avenues, 
and athletic fields. Here one may receive training either in Liberal Arts and 
Sciences, teacher training in a two-year course, or training in secretarial 
work. The latter course lays an excellent foundation for further work in 
Business Administration. 


Mount Saint Joseph is listed as a first class Junior College by the State 
Department of Education and by the University of Kentucky. It holds full mem- 
bership in the Southern Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools, the 
American Association of Junior Colleges, the Southern Association of Colleges 
for Women, the Kentucky Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools and the 
National Catholic Education Association. Only girls whose morals and character 
have been recommended may enter and only then if they possess fifteen accept- 
able high school units. 


There are two semesters, the second being divided into two terms of nine 
weeks cach. The first semester begins on the third Monday of September, the 
second in February. A swuner school of six weeks is conducted. 


Tuition, board, and laundry are $150.00 a semester. Rooms in the dor- 
mitories are $15.00 to $25.00 per semester, according to size and location. 
Books are rented to students at 25 por cent of their actual value or they may 
be purchased. 


The students have access to the school library of over eight thousand 
volumes and also may use the public library which is maintained in the city of 
Owensboro. Sixty-four college hours, usually two years of work, are required 
to finish the Junior College Course. 


Work is provided for students who need monetary assistance in order to 
complete their education. Scholarships are granted to honor graduates of Mount 
Saint Joseph Junior College by many standard senior colleges in different sec- 
tions of the United States. 


The college organizations include M.S.J. College Association, Dramatic 
Club, Glee Club, M.S.J. Orchestra, St. Luke Art Guild, The Sodality of the 
blessed Virgin, Catholic Students Mission Crusade, the League of the Sacred 
Heart, and the Literary and Press Club. 
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MURRAY STATE TEACHERS COLLEGE 
Murray, Keutucky

Murray State Teachers College, a state supported institution, was founded 
in 1923. There are twelve buildings on the sixty-acre campus. These include 
the Administration Building; the Auditorium. with a seating capacity of four 
thousand; Wells Hall, a dormitory for women; a men's dormitory; the Liberal 
Arts Building; the Training School Building; the Library, housing 25,444 
volumes, many government documents, and 211 eurrent periodicals; the central 
heating plant; the John Wesley Carr Health Building with indoor swimming 
pool, three gymasiums, classrooms, and health service unit; the Home Manage-= 
ment House; the President's hoii2; and the stadium with a seating capacity of 
six thousand.

The following degrees are conferred: Bachelo:z 
of Arts and Bachelor of Science (with or without certification); Bachelor of 
Science’ in Home Economics; Bachelor of Music, and Bachelor of ilusic Educa- 
tions The course for Bachelor of Arts or Bachelor of Scicnee requires 128 
semester hours; Bachelor of Science in Home Economics, 131 semester hours; 
Bachelor of Music, 130 semester hours; and Bachelor of hiusic Education, 136 
semester hours. 


the College is accredited by the Southern Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools, American Association of Teachers Colleges, the Kentucky 
Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools, the Teachers College Extension 
Association, and the National Association of Schools of Music. 


For entrance, the applicant must be a graduate of an aceredited high 
school. Students with the required credits, but entering from non-accredited 
school, will be required to pass an examination. Approximately 990 students 
were enrolled for the fall and spring semesters of 1936-37. 


The fall semestor extends from the third week in September to the last 
of January, and the spring semester is from the last week in January to the 
last week of May. The first summer torm begins the second week in June and 
continues five weeks. The second summer term begins the third week in July 
and ends the middle of August. Tuition is free to residents of Kentucky, 
but non-residents pay $15.00. All students are charged an incidental fce of 
$25.00 for cighteen weeks. The approximate cost of books per semester is 
10.00, 


Room and board may be obtained in the dormitorics xt $90.00 per semester

and in private homes at $15.00 and $20.00 a mouth. The Colloge gives part- 
time employment to a number of students who earn their room and board. 
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The athletic program includes football, basketball, track, and tennis. 
In addition to the men's and women's gymnasiurs in the Liberal Arts Building. 
an auditorium, a stadium and the new Hoalth and Physical Education Building 
provide excellent equipment for athletic activities. 


Other extra-curricular activities include a school paper, debating club, 
and many departinental clubs. Musical organizations include a band of eighty 
pieces, a symphony orchestra of sixty pieces, a cappella choir of forty members, 
an oratorio chorus of one hundred members, a men's glee club, a girls' glee 
club and smaller ensemble groups. 


Murray, a town of 2,900 population, is easily accessible. The religious 
life of the community centers around five churches.

Nazareth College a four year college for women, is conducted by the 
Sisters of Charity of Nazareth. It is locatcd in the center of Louisville 
and has five buildings on the campus. A library containing twenty-five 
thousand volumes adjoins the adininistration building and tho Louisville Free 
Public Library, within the same block, affords additional opportunities for 
cultural reading and rosearch for the 550 students enrolled. 


The institution offers courses in liboral arts, teacher training, nursing, 
education, fine arts, and home cconomics, leading to the degrees of Bachelor 
of Arts and Bachelor of Science. To be admitted to the college onc must be 
a graduate of an accredited high school with sixtcon approved units and must 
present a recommendation from the principal. 


The cost per semester is approximately 4100.00 including the cost of 
bookse Thero are two dormitories on the campus, Spalding and Flaget Halls, 
with rooms renting from $75.00 to $200.00 per year. Board for the year is 
$300.00

The college hes dramatic, literary, language, social, home economics, 
science, and athletic clubs. Athletics include hockey, basketball, volley 
ball, and archery. Units of the C.S.M.C. and the Sodality are organized. 


Nazareth College is accredited by the Kentucky State Department of

Nazareth, Kentucky

Nazareth Junior College is a Catholic institution for women and girls, 
established in 1814. The callege has a campus of over a hundred acres and 
its own orchards, vineyards, farm lands, fields, and woodlands, covering an 
area of 1,500 acres. The college buildings are the Mother House, novitiate, 
Junior College, and Academy. 


Students entering Nazareth are acmivted by certificate from an accredited 
high school or by examination. Sixteen units are required in cither case. 
Nazareth offers the following courses: classical, general, home economics, 
Pre-Medical, social service, normal, physical education, art, public school 
music, and music. The school requires two years of sixty-six semester hours 
for graduation. 


The college is a member of the Southern Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools, the Kentucky Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools, 
the Southern Association of Collezes for Women, and the American Association 
of Junior Colleges. It is accredited as a standard normal school by the 
State Department of Education and by the University of Kentucky. 


The school year at Nazareth is divided into two semesters, the first 
beginning the third Monday in September and the second on February 1, ending 
the second Thursday in June. Tuition is $150.00 a year, and board, residence, 
and a limited amount of laundry is $300.00. Fees covering use of the library 
and gymnasium, admission to lectures and recitals, and medical care amount to 
$18.00. 


A library of sixteen thousand volumes has four hundred volumes added 
each year. Golf, tennis, archery, horse-back riding, and class teams for 
basketball, hockey, volley ball, and baseball give a splendid recreational 
set-up. Extra-curricular activitios include the Blessed Yirgin Sodality, 
Sacred Heart Sodality, and a C.S.}i.C. unit; departmental clubs; music, art 
and dramatic clubs; an orchestra; and the Athletic Association. 


PADUCAH JUNIOR COLLEGE 
Paducah, Kentucky

Paducah Junior College, a co-educational school established in 1932 and 
municipally maintained, is located in the Y.lM.C.A. building in the main busi- 
ness section of Paducah. Classes are held in the main building and laboratories 
are conducted in a science hall across the street. The public library. which is 
directly across the street from the school, is easily available. A college 
section is maintained in the library under separate management. 
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For entrance to the Paducah Junior College, a candidate must have been 
graduated from a high school accredited by the Southern Association of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools. He must have fifteen units, three of which must be in 
Imglish, one in algebra, and one in geometry. There are two semesters, the 
first beginning during the third week in September and the second extending 
from January to June. The maximum cost for fees and tuition is $41.50 per 
semester. 


The college offers coumercial and academic training both in regular and 
night sessions. Two years, or sixty semester hours, a quality point rating of 
"C", and the recommendation of the faculty are required to finish the course. 


hxtra-curricular activities include athletics, dramatics, debating, and 
forensics. Athletics include basketball, swimming, and tennis. 


PIKEVILLE COLLEGE 


Pikeville Kentucky

Pikeville College, a Presbyterian Junior College in the Kentucky mountains, 
was established in 1€89. Its campus of about seven acres, landscaped and care- 
fully kept, with graded athletic field, forms a beautiful setting for the 
college buildings. 


The training given includes a goneral coursc, a scientific course, a Pre- 
Medical course, a teachers coursc, a home economics course, and business 
administration. 


The school is a momber of the Southern Association of Colleges and Second- 
ary Scnools, and the Kontucky Association of Colleges and Sccondary Schools. 
The young men and women who onter must present a certificate showing graduation 
from an accredited high school with at least fifteen acceptable high school 
units. 


In addition to the regular school work, students find interest in the many 
extra-curricular activities including Science and French Clubs, Glee Clubs, 
band and orchestra, two school publications, and debating and declamation teems. 
Basketball, diamond ball, volley ball, tonnis, and other games provide recrea- 
tion. 


Pikeville, a mountain town of about 3,500 people, has churches of the 
Presbyterian, Southern Methodist, Christian, Baptist, Episcopalian, and 
Methodist Episcopal denominations. The main industries are lumbering and 
mining.s Students are permitted to work in the city as long as it does not 
interfere with their studics. Some students find work in the cafeteria, and 
a few boys are omployed in janitorial service and on the campus. 
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Such employment will. help to defray the estimated total expense of 3131.00 
per semester. Room and board off the campus may be secured at 318.00 to (£0.60 
per month. Meals in the school cafeteria are 33.50 per week. 


The college course requires two years, but the administration plans soon 
to make Pikeville o four-year college. ‘The school has an endowment of $12,905 
for student aid and un additional endowment of $268,252.52. A library of six 
thousand volumes and leading periodicals is available to the college students.

Sacred Heart College, a Catholic Junior Collese and Teacher Training Schoo? 
of Class "A" standing, establishec in 1921, is located on thirty-three attrac- 
tively landscaped acres in suburban Lovisville. The buildings are the collese 
building, home economics building, auditoriwa and gymnasium, and the toachers! 
model school. The gymnasium is supplicd with o11 necessary apparatus for 
physical training. Saint Ursula Auditorium, a thoroughly modern playhouse with 
a seating capreity of one thousand, docs much to encovraso interest in the 
little theatre movement. 


The school is for women only and requires two years to complete the course. 

Having successfully finished, the graduate may enter any standard college as a

junior. Courses are offered also which prepare the student for the immediate 
pursuit of some profession or business. These include scerctarial work and 
library work. Especial omphasis is plnccd upon French, which is taught from

the kindergarten through college under the direct supervision of a native 
teachor. 


Sacred Heart Colloge is a mombor of the Amcricon Association of Junior 
Colleges, the Kentucky Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools, National 
Catholic Educational Association, the Southern Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools, and the Association of Southern Colleges for Women. It is 
fully accredited by the State Department of Education to issue teachers! 
certificates. 


Entrance requirements include satisfactory character and financial refer- 
ences, and sixteen approved units trom an accredited high school including the 
following: three units of English; three sequences of a foroign language, social 
science, mathematics, or science. A college cntrance examination will be given 
to those unablo to offer graduation requiroments. 


The first somester begins on the third londay in Septomber and ends on the 
last Friday in January. The second begins on the first Monday in February and 
ends on the second Tucsday in Jurc. The cost to resident students is $500.00 
a& year including room, board, and tuition. Non-resident pupils pay $100.00 and 
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incidental fees. Books cost approximately $15.00. Students may secure work in 
order to help pay their expenses, earning about $15.00 per month. They may 
serve as assistants in the sweet shop and book store; do clerical work including 
typing of reports, tests and schedules, and mimeographing; assist in the library 
the art room and museum; supervise small children; or do other kinds of inter- 
esting work. 


Among the extra-curricular activities are horseback riding, basketball, 
golf, tennis, and hockey. School organizations include the Sodality of Our 
Lady, the Catholic Students Mission, Glce Club, Scipionic Circle, Badin Poetry 
Club, Students Spiritual Association, orchestra, French Club, and Spanish Club. 


SOUTHERN BAP’®IST THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 
Louisville, Kentucky

The Southern Baptist Theological Scminary was established in 1859. Its 
grounds are called "The Beeches" because of the magnificient beech trees thar 
shade the forty-five acres of campus. It is an institution for men, but has 
some courses open to womon. 


The six buildings on the campus include the Administration Building known 
as Norton Hall; Mullins Hall, oa dormitory for unmarricd students; Luther Rice 
Hall, apartments for married students without children; Adoniram Judson Hall, 
for married students with children; Levering Gymnasium; and the heating plant. 
The Memorial Library on the campus and the Louisville Free Public Library are 
available for the use of students. 


Four terms of cight weeks cach comprise the school year. ‘Thore is no tui- 
tion. The cost of books per year is approximately $35.00. A modical fce of 


$10.00 is paid by single students; marricd students pay $15.00. In ifullins Hall. 


which houses $24 people, $224.00 is charged annually for rooms; in Rice Hall, 
for forty-six families, the rates are 420.00 to $28.00 per month; Judson Hall, 
for forty-six families, $24.00 to 334.00 per month. Tho occupants provide their 
own furniture. 


There are some possibilities of carning one's way through college by fellow 


ships, tutorships, administration work, and campus care. Some students serve as 
pastors of churches within a 200-mile radius of the Seminary. The Seminary has 
fifteen endowments from $2,000.00 to $5,000.00 cach for scholarships. General 
Endowment and Students' Aid amounts to $1,750,000. The college also partici- 
pates in receipts of the cooperative program of Southern Baptists. 


Bachelor of Thoology, Master in Theology and Ph.D. degrees are offered. 
Toe time required to finish each course or degree is as follows: English course 
certificate, two years; eclectic course diploma, two years; full course diploma, 
three years; Ph.D., two graduate yoars. 
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To enter this institution students must be recommended by their churches 
and send a certificate of license of ordination. A prerequisite for admission 
to the course leading to the Th.B. degree is junior standing in a standard 
college. College graduates are eligible for work on the Th.M. degree. The 
enrollment of the institution in 1937 was 407, about sixty of whom are pursuing 
graduate coursese Thirty-two stutes and seven foreign covntrics were repre- 
sented. 


Both Y.M.C.As and Y.W.C.A. are located in the city. Orzanizations for 
private group culture, student organizations for various states, prayer mect- 
ing, 2% Women's Missionary Society for students' wives, outdoor oxercise, sports, 
and a gymnasium provide a well-balanced life. 


ST. CATHERINE JUNIOR COLLEGE 
St. Catherine, Kentucky 


Sister Mary Louis, Ph.D., President 


Tho St. Catherine Junior College is a Catholic institution for girls esab- 
lished in 1859. Its campus has many trees and shrubs surrounding the only 
building, to which o chapel was recently added. The cminenco, Siena Heights, 
having an altitude of scven hundred fect, provide excellent conditions for 
health and 2 most picturesque environment for outdoor cnjoymont. 


This college offers professional and semi-professional curriculo. Certifi- 
cates to be earned as rewards for two years'study are a Certificate in Music, 
and a Certificate in Secretarial Studies. St. Catherine also gives preparation 
for a Kentucky State Teachors Certificate. To be enrolled as a new student one 
must be a graduate of a secondary school. The school year of tio semesters be~ 
gins on the scocond Monday in September and ends the second Tuesday in June. 


The institution is affiliated with American Association of Junior Colleges, 
the Kentucky Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools and is accredited by 
the University of Kentucky. 


Non-resident students pay 100.00; residents, $300.00, which includes 
board and laundry cost’for the yoar. General expenses are $50.00 per year with 
tue additional cost of $12.00 for books. Possibilities for earning expenses 
through work are slight. Serving as assistant to the athletic director pays 
from $100.00 to $300.00 annually. Non-resident students find employment in 
stores or homes in Springfiold. 


Besides regular studies the student's time is engaged in clubs and socie- 
ties such as the Sodality of Children of Mary, Mission Unit, Study Club for 
Catholic Leadership, Glee Club, St. Catherine Athletic Association, and St. 
Catherine Players. Campus playing fields take care of all needs for sports in- 
cluding soft ball, basketball, and tennis. A physical training hall provides 
for indoor exercise, games and dancing. A school library of eight thousand 
volumes and a supply of magazines is adequate for 211 school purpose, as well 
as recreational reading. 
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SUE BENNETT COLLEGE 


London, Kentucky

Sue Bennett College, established in 1896, is controlled by the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, and receives annual appropriation from the Woman's 
Missionary Council of that church. Its campus of twenty-five acres is located 
within the corporate limits of London upon a hill. It is very attractive with 
its shrubbery, grass, flowers and about fifty varieties of trees. There are 
six brick buildings on the campus. The dormitories are Downs Hell for men and 
Helm Hall for women. 


This co-educational college is affiliated with the Kentucky Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools, American Association of Junior Colleges, and 
the Southern Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools. The curriculum 
includes junior college, music, teacher training and business administration. 
Admission is by certificate, with no less than fiftcen units of prescribed high 
school work. 


Two years are necessary to finish the college course. Tuition for the 
year is $64.00; oxtra feos are $11.00, and the cost of books is approximately 
$15.00. Room and board are $18.00 a month. In 1937 there wore 166 students 
enrolled. There are opportunities for the studont to carn part of his college 
expenses. 


In addition to the regular curriculum, students may ongage in a musical 
organization, Dramatic Club, publication of a school paper, Y.iieCeA., YoW.CoAes 
Girls Athletic Association or Christian Workers Band. The school library con-= 
tains six thousand books and many periodicals and newspapors.e. In its athletic 
life the college enjoys Field Day, gymmastics, tennis, croquet, ping pong, bas~ 
ketball, baseball, and horseshoe pitching. 


TRANSYLVANIA COLLEGE 


Lexington, Kentucky* 


Transylvania College, a non-sectarian institution sponsored by the Christia: 
Church, was chartered in 1780. The campus consists of thirty acres‘in the 
highest and most attractive part of the city. There are ten buildings. Tho 
Carnegic Library and the Library of the College of the Bible, as well as the 
Transylvania Library of forty thousand volumes are availnble. 


The curriculum is that of a standard college of libcral arts leading to the 
degree of Bachelor of Arts and includes courses in the Bible and Civilization. 
Work in the junior and senior years is largely preparatory to professional and 
vocational courscs in medicine, law, business, music, journalism and Christian 
ministry. 
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Transylvania College is co-educational. There are four national fraterni- 
ties, four national sororities, end a number of semi-social organizations and 
honorary societies. The dramatic organization, "The Staye-Crafters," the weekly 
newspaper, the monthly literary magazine, the anrual, forensics, and oratory 
offer ample opportunity for self-expression. Those interested in music may 
join the "Flute and Violin Club," which sponsors a series of programs by the 
glee club, band and orchestra. The Y.MeC.oA- and Y.W.C.A. provide stimlating 
association for the furtherance of religious life among the students. 


Inter-collegiate athletics include football, basketball, baseball, and 
track. An ample program of intra-mural sports is arranged for both men and 
womene The new gymnasium has accommodations for 1,200 spectators. 


The tuition for the session is $170.00, payable in two installments and 
includes the student activity fee. The dormitories are Ewing Hall, for mon, 
and Hamilton Hall, for women. The rent ranges from $70.00 to $90.00 if paid 
in advance; meals are served at cost by the college. Since Lexington is a city 
of 45,736 inhabitants, there are opportunities for part-time employment. Some 
students are employed on the campus. 


The College is accredited by the University of Kentucky, Southern Associa-~ 
tion of Colleges and Secondary Schools, and the Kentucky Association of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools. 


*Sineé the resignation of Dr. Arthur Braden as President of Transylvania Col- 
lege, an Administrative Committee has been in charge of the institution. 


The College of the Bible 
Lexington, Kentucky 


Stephen J. Corey, A.B-, D.D-, LL-D-, President 


The College of the Bible, a Disciples of Christ College, was chartered as 
an independent institution in 1878. While it has many common interests with 
Transylvania College--campus, gyrmasium and librarics being reciprocal--it has 
a separate endowment, administrative officers, and faculty. Both men and women 
are enrolled. 


The work offered leads to the degrees of Bachelor of Arts, Bachelor of 
Sacred Literature, Bachelor of Divinity, and Master of Arts in Religious Fduca- 
tion. Entrance requirements for those planning for the A.B. and B.S.L. degrees 
are completion of two years in a standard college or the equivalent. The 
courses ieading to the degree of Bachelor of Divinity and Master of Arts in 
Religious Education are open to graduates of standard colleges, or the equiva- 
lent. Completion of the work leading to the B.D. Degree requires 90 semestor 
hours and a thesis. The course leading to the degree of Master of Arts in 
Religious Education requires 30 semester hours subsequent to the A.B. or B.S. 
degrees. A thesis in the ficld of religious education must be submitted.

UNION COLLEGE 
Barbourville, Kentucky

Union College, established in 1879, is a co-educational and non--sectarisn 
college under the control of the Methodist Episcopal Church. The campus covers 
fourteen acres, and includes the Administration Building, Speed Hall - the wo- 
ments dormitory, Stevenson Hall - the men's dormitory, Memorial Gymnasium, 
Baldwin Place - the President's home, Campus Cottage, and the new Maintenance 
Building which houses the student industries. 


Barbourville, a town of 2,380 population, with lumbering, mining, and 
brick manufacturing as principal industries, has a Methodist Episcopal Church, 
a Baptist Church, and a Church of the Disciples of Christ. Both the College 
Y.M.C.A. and the Y.W.C.A. offer their services to the student body. The College 
Library contains 12,500 volumes and has a seating capacity of 110. 

Union College is accredited as a standard four-year college, grade "A", by 
the University of Kentucky, by the Department of Education of the State of Ken- 
tucky, and by the University of the State of New York. The College is a member 
of the Southern Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools, the Kentucky 
Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools, the Association of American 
Colleges, the University Senate of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and the Ken- 
tucky Association of Church-Related Colleges. The Bachelor of Arts and Bache-~ 
lor of Science degrees are conferred. 


All applicants for admission must present satisfactory evidence of good 
character and fifteen units of high school work including three in English, one 
in algebra, and one in plane geometry. The academic year extends over a period 
of thirty-six weeks, each semester of eighteen weeks having a tuition of $60.00. 
The approximate cost of books per semester is $12.00. 


Rooms in the dormitories range in price from $18.00 to $27.00 per semester, 
depending upon the number of students in the room, the location, ete. Board 


per semester costs $67.50. A part of the college expense may be met by a few 
students who may find part-time employment in the offices, business firms, 
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factories and residences in Barbourville. 


Students participate in many extra-curricular activities including the 
Education Club, Journalism Club, French Club, Plavliker's Club, History Club, 
Science Club, "U" Club (for athletes who earn letters), Beta Chi Alpha, Zeta 
Sigma Pi, Alpha Psi Omega, A Cappella Choir, Glee Clubs, Oxford Club (for those 
anticipating the ministry), Public Speaking Club, and two student publications, 
the bi-weekly news, "The Orange and Black", and the yearbook, "The Stespean". 

Iota Sigma Nu, an honor scholastic fraternity, is open to seniors whose stand- 
ing is equivalent to that required for "magna cum laude" honors. 


In intercollegiate athletics the College is represented by varsity and 
freshmen teams in football, basketball, and tennis. Intra-mural sports include 
volley ball, playground ball, tennis, ping pong, horseshoes, handball and 
basketball. 


UNIVERSITY OF KENTUCKY 
Lexington, Kentucky 


Frank LeRond McVey, A-B-,; Ph,D-, LLeD., President 


The University of Kentucky, which is state supported, was established in 
1865, but was not built on its present site until 1878. There are forty build- 
ings on a ninety-four acre campus, an experiment station farm of six hundred 
ecres, the E.A. Robinson forest reserve of fifteen thousand acres, a sub-exper- 
iment station of six hundred acres at Princeton, another at Quicksand, and ex- 
perimental land plots in various parts of the state. 


The University is a member of the Southern Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools, National Association of State Universities, Association of 
Land Grant Colleges, and is on the approved list of institutions authorized 
by the Association of American Universities. 


For admission, the applicant must be a graduate of an accredited high 
school, with fifteen credits, of which three must be in English, one in plane 
geometry, and one in algebras For an AeB- or a B.S. degree four years are re- 
quired; for a Master's degree twenty-four graduate credits in addition to a 
thesis are required; and for a Ph.D., three years of graduate work in a special 
field in addition to a dissertation are necessary. The Ph.D. degree is granted 
with major work in the following departments: Chemistry, Education, Economics, 
Mathematics, Physics, Political Science, and Psychology. 


Tuition for residents of Kentucky is $47.00 per semester in all colleges 
except Law; for out of state students, $60.00. Resident law students pay 
$50.00 and non-resident law students, $63.00. Children of deceased World War 
Veterans, who died between April 6, 1917 and July 2, 1921 as a result of their 
service, are entitled to receive from the state $150.00 per year to defray 


expenses offees, living, books, and supplies. ‘The first semester begins on the 
second Monday in September and the second, on the first Tuesday in February. 
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There are two dormitories for women on the campus, Boyd and Patterson 
Halls, with room and board at $260.00 a year; three dormitories for men, 
Kinkead, Breckinridge and Bradley Halls, charging $37.50 to $49.00 a semester 
for rooms. There are homes off the campus which offer room and board for $4.50 
a week and up. Regardless of the college attended, housing provisions are the 
same for all students. @&he enrollment of the University of Kentucky is over 
three thousand. 


Extra-curricular activities include participation in the orchestra, band, 
aud Glee Clubs; journalistic work on "The Kentucky Kernel," a weekly newspaper 
and "The Kentuckian," the student year-book; intercollegiate and intramural 
athletics; and debating and public speaking. Thirty-six fraternities, social 
and honorary; numerous organizations and societies; the Y.M.C.A. and Y.W.C.A.; 
and addresses by many well-known people assure the student a well-rounded 
social and cultural life. 


In addition to the University Library, the Patterson Library, Science Li- 
brary, General Library, Departmental Libraries, Law Library, Experiment Station 
Library, the Lexington Public Library and the Transylvania Library are avail- 
able to University of Kentucky students. An extended building program will 
reach completion in the summer of 1938. Among the new buildings is one of in- 
terest to students. This is the Student Union Building, where organizations 
have offices, and where restaurant facilities, recreation rooms and meeting 
places are provided for student use. 


Many students earn a part of their expenses through employment on the 
campus and in Lexington business houses. 


College of Arts and Sciences

In order to meet the needs of various classes of students, the College of 
Arts and Sciences offers the following courses: 


1. General cultural courses leading to the degrees of Bachelor of Arts 
and Bachelor of Science. 


2- Professional courses leading to special degrees in Industrial Chemis 
try, Journalism, Music, and Medical Technology. 


3. Professional courses in which the general requirements for the A.B. 
and the B.S. degrees are fulfilled. 


4. Pre-professional courses meeting the requirements for admission to 
professional schools, such as medicine, law, dentistry, teaching, 


social work, and nursing. 


5- Combined courses by which the students may save a year or more in 
gaining both the A.B. and the B.S. degrees and a degree in agriculture, 
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engineering, law, education, comaerce, medicine, or dentistry. 
6. Graduate courses leading to master's and doctor's degrees. 


The Department of Geology is prepared to equip men and women to fill the 
increasing demand for professional geologists. Preliminary work for nurses is 
given. Graduates of nursing schools approved by the University are admitted 
with a maximum of thirty advanced credits. Thirty hours of professional train~- 
ing in Library Science are possible, fitting students for librarianships in 
public schools and junior colleges, and for assistantships in larger librarios. 
The Department of liilitary Science conducts a four-year course, including one 
summer camp, which is planned for those who desire to pursue the work to com- 
pletion with a view to qualify for a commission in the Officers! Reserve Corps 
of the Army. The Department of Political Science offers courses designed to 
train men and women for the ever-widening field of public service. The courses 
in Sociology are planned primarily to give students an acquaintance with the 
larger social problems of the day, but at the same time they provide prelimin- 
ary training for students looking to the field of social work as a career or 
with the expectation to do work ina social service agency. 


The following degrees are granted: Bachelor of Arts, Bachclor of Science, 
Bachelor of Arts in Journalism, Bachelor of Science in Irdvstiial Chenistry, 
Bachelor of Science in Music and Bachelor of Science in Medical technology. 
Graduation requires the completion of 127 semester hours with a "C" average and 
definite requirements in the ficld of specialization. 


College of Agriculture 
University of Kentucky

The College of Agriculture includes three divisions: the College, which 
includes resident teaching in agriculture and home economics; the Experiment 
Station; and the Extension Division. To receive a cegree of Bachelox of Sei- 
ence in Agriculture, a student must complete 139.3 predits of work with a "c" 
averages Students who have not had physics in high school will be required to 
take a six-credit course in collese. To receive a degree of Bachelor of Sci- 
ence in Home Economics, a student must complete 133.7 credits of work with a 
"C" averagee A regular student must carry at least twelve credit hours each 


semester. 


Prior to the senior year, all candidates for a desree in agriculture must 
satisfy the Dean that they have had at least one 's work on the farm, or 
work for two summer vacations of three mouths each. Upen rewemendation of the 
department in which the student is majering, the Dean may permit work in the 
field of the student's major interest to be substituted for farm experience. 
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The College of Agriculture offers opportunity for major work in the follow 
ing fields: agricultural entomology, animal husbandry, animal pathology, crops, 
dairying, extension, farm cconomics, farm engineering, high school teaching, 
general horticulture, ornamental horticulture, mariets and rural finance, plant 
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pathology, poultry, and soils. The University of Kentucky has been designated 
as the institution in the state to train white teachers of vocational education 
in agriculture and home economics for schools below college grade. Students 
who complete the requirements for a Bachelor's degree in Agriculture or in Home 
Economics will be entitled to a state certificate to teach agriculture or home 
economics on a vocational basis in the public schools of Kentucky, if they pre- 
sent fifteen credits in Education. In the home economics field, the college 
offers major work in home economics education, dietetics and institution man~ 
agement, and in textiles and clothing. 


A modified curriculum for two years of college work is offered for those 
who cannot complete the four years of work leading to a degree. 


College of Commerce 
University of Kentucky 
Lexington, Kentucky 
Edward Wiest, MA. ’ Ph.D. ’ Dean 


The College of Commerce aims to train young men and women for business and 
public careers, and to provide instruction intended to give an understanding of 
the general aspects of economic relationships. Students intending to special- 
ize in commerce should register in the College of Commerce and follow the pre- 
scribed curricula. A number of Liberal Arts courses are required in order to 
provide breadth of education. 


The minimum number of credits required for graduation under the General- 
Business curriculum, the combined Commerce-Law curriculum, and the Secretarial 
Training course is 127, while under the Industrial-Administration course the 
minimum is 142. The scholarship standing must be at least "C". The degree of 
Bachelor of Science in Commerce is conferred. 


Students preparing to teach commercial subjects in high school should take 
sufficient work in Education to meet the requirements for a teacher's certifi- 
cate. Students preparing for the profession of statistician should pursue the 
General-Business curriculum and elect advanced courses in mathematics and sta- 
tistics offered in the College of Commerce and the College os Avts and Sciences 
respectively. 


Courses in political science should be taken in addition to tho General- 
Business course by students preparing to hold positions us experts in finance, 
accounting, marketing, statistics, and personnel management. Those following 
the Secretarial Training course may concentrate their electives in merchandis- 
ing, salesmanship, advertising, insurance, and personnel management, or in a 
number of unrelated subjects in order to broaden their education. 


The Commerce Employment Association operates primarily to find employment 
for graduates of the College of Commerce. % also holds meetings at which dis- 
cussions of current economic problems are given and where members have an op- 
portunity for social contacts. 
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College of Education 
University of Kentucky

The College of Education was established to provide for the training of 
teachers, supervisors, elementary and high school principals, and city and 
county superintendents for the public schools of Kentucky. Students in elemen- 
tary education do their observation, participation, and directed teaching in 
the University Elementary School, and those who are taking’ work in secondary 
education use the University High School. Agriculture and home economics 
teachers secure their practice training in high schools near Lexington offering 
this work on a vocational basis. Each studert is given the opportunity to 
study good methods and develop skills in teaching. 


The College of Education grants degrees of Bachelor of Arts and Bachelor 
of Science in Hducation. These who desire an A.B. in Education do their group 
work in English, languages, mathematics, social sciences, or natural sciences; 
those who are desirous of a B.S. in Education select their group work in agri- 
culture, engineering, or home economics. No work may be taken in the College 
of Education before the student has attained junior standing. 


A total of 127 semester hours is required for graduation. Particular care 
should be exercised in the choice of courses so that each student in the field 
of secondary education will place his emphasis on no more than two major sub- 
jects. This will lead to an improved teaching situation in the state, for no 
high school teacher should be required to offer instruction in more than two 
fields. Requirements for teaching majors differ in the number of semester 
hourse Following is a summary of this information: 


Agriculture-62; art-36; biological sciences-30; commercial subjects-45; 
English-30; Freneh-24; home economics-48; Latin-24; mathematics-25; music-= 
48; physical education and health-45; physical sciences~18; and social 
studies-48. 


Vocational education is offered in the fields of agriculture, home econ- 
omics, and industry. The latter courses are designed to train teachers of 
part-time, continuation, and industrial education. 


College of Engineering 
University of Kentucky 
Lexington, Kentucky

The College of Engineering embraces the following departments: civil and 
architectural engineering, engineering drawing, electrical engineering, engin- 
eering mechanics, mechanical engineering, mining and metallurgical engineering, 
and practical mechanics. The degrees offered are Bachelors of Science in Arch- 
itectural Engineering, in Civil Engineering, in Electrical Engineering, in 
Mechanical Engineering, in Metallurgical Engineering, and in Mining Engineering. 
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Advanced degrees include Masters of Science in all of the above except Archi- 
tectural Engineering. To its own graduates the College of Engineering grants 
the following professional degrees: Civil Engincer, Electrical Engineer, 
Mechanical Engineer, Metallurgical Engineer, and Mining Engineer. 


It is desirable that students of engineering obtain practical experience 
while pursuing the college course. All engineering students are urged to find 
employment during their summer vacations with a company engaged in engineering 
work. 


A short course is offered for practical miners, mine foremen, and mine 
managers who desire to improve their knowledge of the principles which underlie 
correct mining. This course, which covers approximately eight weeks in the 
summer, is given when sufficient demand exists. Persons desiring to take the 
examinations for mine foreman and for assistant inspector of mines will find 
the course helpful. 


Applicants for admission to the freshman class should present one and one- 
half units in Algebra, one-half unit in solid geometry, and one in physics, 
other requirements being the same as specified for admission in general. ‘Those 
who cannot meet those requirements will be required to take extra courses to 
remove the deficiencies. High school credit in chemistry and trigonometry is 
desirable, but not obligatory. 


The baccalaureate degree is granted upon completion of 157 semester hours. 
The graduate degrees are given for 24 semester hours work with a standing of 
"B". Candidates for the professional degrees must present evidence of five 
yearst creditable work in the engineering field. 


College of Law 
University of Kentucky 
Lexington, Kentucky 
Alvin E. Evans, Ph.eD., J.D., Dean 


Within four years after the organization of the College of Law in 1908, it 
became a member of the Association of American Law Schools. In 1924, it was 
placed on the approved list by the American Bar Association, and has ranked 
since 1925 as an approved law school. The course of study is the standard 
course of three years, leading to the degree of Bachelor of Laws. Credit is 
obtained by the successful passing of examinations at the end of each semester. 


Applicants, in addition to the general requirements that will satisfy the 
University, must present sixty semester hours of credit, exclusive of military 
science and physical education with a "C" average. No special courses are pre- 
seribed for meeting the two years of college credit requirements, except six 
semester hours in English. The Pre-Law work may be taken in any standard col- 
lege. Students who expect to study law are advised to place special emphasis 
on courses in English, history, economics, accounting, political science, and 
psychology. 


Since the requirements to secure a degree of Bachelor of Laws now call for 
a total of five years, the student may be interested to kmow that, by spending 
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one more year, he can obtain a Bachelor of Arts degree and also the Bachelor of 
Lawse If during the first three years, he has taken all the required subjects 
for the Arts degree, the first year's work in law is credited to the AeB. De- 
gree as well as toward the LL.B. degree. 


A limited number of law courses are given in summer school and the student 
nay shorten by a year the time required to complete his work if he takes these 
courses during three summer sessionse 


UNIVERSITY OF LOUISVILLE

The University of Louisville, the oldest municipal university in America, 
founded in 1837, consists of the School of Dentistry, the School of Law, the 
College of Liberal Arts, the School of Medicine, the School of Music, the Speed 
Scientific School (Engineering), and the Graduate School, which includes the 
Division of Social Administration. he University also has a Division of Adult 
Education and a summer session. 


Each of the several schools of the University is fully accredited by the 
appropriate national agency. The University as a whole is on the approved list 
of the Association of American Universities, which gives it highest academic 
standing not only at home but with British and other foreign universitics. 


Belknap Campus, on which are located the College of Liberal Arts, the 
Speed Scientific School, the School of Music, the Speed Memorial Museum, the 
Playhouse, the Gymnasium, and the University Administration Building, is a 
shady tract of forty acres. 


The University has one dormitory for women students. Many homes in the 
immediate neighborhood of the various colleges, and freternity houses provide 
ample housing accommodation. Lists of approved living places are kept on file 
in the offices of the Deans. Women students in the dormitory pay $7.50 a week 
for board and room. Men students pay a minimum of about $30.00 a month for 
board and room in private homes. 


Many students are able to find part-time employment in the business insti- 
tutions of Louisville, or in the fields of their major interests. Medical stu- 
dents often find employment in hospitals, law students work in law offices, and 
@ limited number receive working scholarships by which they earn part or all of 
their tuition and incidental fees. 


The library, which maintains a branch in every school, contains special 
collections in art and music, in addition to several collections which are the 


gift of Justice Brandeis. The Louisville Free Public Library and the Filson 
Club's fine historical library are also available. 
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The University has both intercollegiate and intramural athletics.

College of Liberal Arts 
University of Lovisrille

The College of Liberal Arts, located on Belknap Campus, was established 
in 1907. 


The College is a member of the Southern Association of Colleges and Sec- 
ondary Schools, the American Council on Education, the Associetion of Urban 
Universities, the Association of American Colleges, the American Association of 
Collegiate Registrars, and the American Association of Social Workers. 


Some of the distinctive features of the college are ae curriculvm reorgan- 
ized in the light of medern needs, survey courses, a senoral curriculum in the 
Junior College, indcpeneent study, integrated courses in the Senior College, 
sclective admission to the Senior Collcgc, and emphasis on achicvemont as a 
measure for advancement. 


A certificate from an accredited high school showing that the student has 
graduated in the upper two-thirds of his class, or entrance examination, is 
necessary for unconditional admission. 


The college is co-educational. It offers curricula leading to the degrees 
of Associate in Arts and Bachelor of Arts. It also offers curricula leading to 
combined arts-professional degrees in dentistry, law, and medicine. In addi- 
tion it offers special curricula in home economics, commerce, and elementary 
and secondary education. Four yoars are required to complete the course of 
study leading to the Bachelor's degree, and two years in ¢eneral cducation are 
necessary for the Associate in Arts degree. A master's degree may be obtaired 
in one year following the bachelorts, 


A summer school of six weeks is in session from the middle of June until 
the last of July. The summer school fee is °6.00 a semester hour, and six 
hours is the maximum number allowed to summer students. 


The enrollment for the first semester of 1937-38 was 389 men and 352 women 
in the day school. The Division of Adult Education, which conducts late after: 
noon and evening classes, had 516 men and 288 women registered. 


Fees for each of the two semesters which comprise the school year amount 
to approximately $60.00, but fees are subject to change at any time. Non-resi- 
dents of the city pay $25.00 a semester in addition to the above fees. Books 
for the first semester cost approximatcly $8.00; for the second, $5.00. 
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In addition to the athictic program which includes intercolleziate foot- 
ball, basketball, and baseball, and intramural athlctics, students find oppor= 
tunity for self-expression in the departmental clubs, the Playhouse, the re- 
ligious organizations, the Student Council, the Woman's League, and social 
clubse There are six sororities and five fraternities. In eddition there are 
three honorary fraternities, one for women, one for men, and the Woodcock 
Society. 


School of Dentistry 
University of Louisville 
Louisville, Kentucky

The School of Dentistry is located at Brook Street and Broadway in a mod- 
ern stone building. The bacteriology, pathology, phermacology, and chemistry 
laboratories are in the School of Mcdicine nearby. Objectives of the School 
of Dentistry are: to educate students in order that they may become competent 
in the practice of dentistry as a health service; to aid students in acquiring 
the ability to co-operate with persons engaged in allied fields of service; to 
stimulate interest in continuing study after graduation; and to encourage the 
student in the development of those attitudes and interests which will enable 
him to cooperate effectively in community life. 


The school is a member of the American Association of Dental Schools and 
has received an "A" rating from the Dental Education Council of America. 


The minimum requirement for admission to the School of Dentistry is sixty 
semester hours of work in an accredited college, including at least six semes- 
ter hours each of English, physics, and biology; eight semester hours of inor- 
ganic chemistry; and four semester hours of organic chemistry. Four years are 
required to finish the course, and an average above "C" must be maintained for 
e degree. The degree given for successful completion of the course is Doctor 
of Dental Medicine. While the enrollment is largely made up of men, women 
students are accepted. 


In addition to its main, well-equipped clinic, the school maintains a de- 
partment at the City Hospital which enables students to study cases not comaon 
to the clinic. 


The tuition for each semester is $182.50, and books and laboratory equip- 
ment cost approximately $117.00 a year. Many students in the school have part- 
time employment in the city. 


There are two fraternities, Psi Omega and Delta Sigma Delta. 
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School of Law 
University of Louisville

The School of Law is now located at 312 Armory Place. Construction has 
begun, however, on a new Law School Building on the Belknap Campus, at Third 
and Shipp Streets. This building, to be erected at a cost of approximately 
$200,000, was planned by Mr. Jens Fredrick Larson of New Hampshire, and will be 
especially adapted to the teaching and study of law. Quarters in the building 
have been provided for a division of the Legal Aid Society. It is contemplated 
that the building will be completed by December, 1938. 


Accrediting relations are maintained with the Association of American Law 
Schools, the American Bar Association, and the New York Board of Regents. 
Graduates of this school can meet the bar requirements of every state in the 
Union. 


The School of Law conducts a free briefing service which prepares briefs 
for members of the bar from all over Kentucky on questions of law that could 
not be efficiently handled by the lawyers because of limited library facilities, 
Students of the School of Law also work with the Legal Aid Society of Louis- 
ville, which has quarters adjoining the Law School. In this way the students 
not only render assistance to the Legal Aid clients, but also receive practical 
training.e In addition to this, the Law School has a practice court which meets 
once each week. The court is organized on the same basis as the trial courts 
in general and is under the supervision of a capable trial lawyer of this city. 
Judges of the Jefferson County Circuit Court preside, and the cases are tried 
in the Jefferson County Court House. 


The School of Law requires for entrance one-half of the work acceptable 
for the Bachelor's Degree granted on the basis of a four-year period of study 
in an accredited college. Such work must be the equivalent both in quality and 
quantity of one-half of the work required for graduation from the institution 
where credit is obtained. The School of Law is co-educational and women are 
welcomed as students. It is necessary to confine the number of students in the 
first-year class to forty. 


The course of law study, leading to the LL.B. degree, covers a period of 
three school years, each of thirty-six weeks in length. 


There are two regular semesters annually and two summer terms. The tui- 
tion is $80.00 for each regular semester and there are an anmal registration 
fee of $5.00 and a student activity fee of $2.00. The summer session, divided 
into two terms of approximately six weeks each, begins about the middle of June 
and ends the latter part of August. Summer session tuition is $7.50 per credit 
hours For students who attend only one semester term, the maximum tuition will 
be $32.50. For students who attend both terms, the maximum will be $60.00. 

New books will cost from $20.00 to $25.00 per semester, but used books in good 
condition may be purchased at from $12.00 to $15.00. ‘There are no dormitories. 


In addition to class organizations, the school has a student council and 
the Phi Alpha Delta legal fraternity. 
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School of Medicine 
University of Louisville

The School of Medicine was founded in 1837. It is located at the corner 
of First and Chestnut Streets in the heart of Louisville. The old stone build- 
ing has recently been remodeled with a new addition constructed toward the rear. 
The school is co~educational, but the percentage of women who attend is very 
small. It is a member of the Association of American Medical Colleges and the 
American Medical Association. 


The minimum requirement for admission is sixty semester hours of collegi- 
ate work extending through two years of thirty-two weeks each, in a college ap- 
proved by a recognized accrediting agency. Preference is showm those applicants 
presenting a bachelor's degree or three college years toward a degree. 


The degree given for satisfactory completion of the four years in the 
School of Medicine is Doctor of Medicine. 


The head of the Department of Medicine is Staff Executive at the City 
Hospital. In addition, teaching affiliations exist with the Children's Free 
Hospital end Waverly Hills Sanatorium. 


Tuition is $192.50 for each semester. Books for the first year will cost 
approximately $52.00; for the second, $66.00; and for the third, $85.00. It is 
impossible to estimate this expense for the fourth year, as the requirements 
Vary e 


A few upper-classmen may secure work as internes and orderlies, usually 
working for room and board only. If a salary is attached, it is about $10.00 
a monthe Some work in drug stores at night, or in department stores on Saturday 
afternoons. 


Fraternities are Alpha Omega Alpha, Phi Chi, Alpha Kappa Kappa, Phi Beta 
Pi, and Phi Delta Epsilon. 


School of Music 
University of Louisville 
Louisville, Kentucky

The School of Music became a part of the University of Louisville in 1932. 
Class work is given on Belknap Campus, but applied work is off the campus. 


The School of Music is a provisional member of the National Association of 
Schools of Music. 


Graduates of accredited high schools, offering fifteen units of acceptable 
entrance credits, may be admitted on certificate as candidates for degrees. Of 
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the fifteen units, twelve at least must be academic, not vocational, in char- 
acter, and of the twelve, three mst be in English, one in mathematics, two in 
foreign language and one in science or history. In addition, candidates for 
degrees must present satisfactory evidence of prerequisite training in Applied 
Music subjects. For admission by examination see the bulletin of the School 
of Music. See also the builetin of the Preparatory and Non-Credit Departments. 


The following courses are offered in the School of Music: 


Course I - Applied msic with majors in Voice, Piano, Organ, or an 
Orchestral Instrumont. 


Course II - Theory and Composition leading to the degree of Bachelor 
of Music. 


Course III - Public School Music and General Supervision leading to the 
degree of Bachelor of Music Education. 


Each of the courses mentioned is four years in length. A course in Instrumental 
Supervision also is given. 


The tuition for regular students is $55.00 for each semester and $30.00 
for the six-weeks summer session. The fees for Applied Music are additional, 
according to the teacher selected, but they are compsratively low. Books cost 
approximately $8.00 per semester. No extra fees are charged non-resident 
students. 


Student recitals, school concert series, and various other locally spon- 
sored concert series provide ample opportunity for hearing the best in music. 
Solo and ensemble recitals, orchestra, band, chorus, little symphony, dramatics 
and the glee club provide opportunities for student participation. Other clubs 
on the campus and Sigma Alpha Iota engage the students! interest. 


Speed Scientific School 
University of Louisviile 
Louisville, Kentucky 
Be Me Brigman, BeSes MeSes Dean* 


The Speed Scientific School was established in 1925. It is affiliated with 
and recognized by the Southern Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools, 
the Society for the Promotion of Engineering Education, the American Institute 
of Electrical Enginecring, the American Society for Mechanical Engineering, and 
the American Institute of Chemical Engineers. It is fully accredited in all of 
its departments by the Engineers! Council for Professional Development, the 
highest accrediting agency for schools of engineering in the United States. 


The school is co-educational, though relatively few women attend. The 
Bachelor's Degree is offered in Chemical, Electrical, Civil and Mechanical En- 
gineering, as well as the Master's Degree in Chemical Engineering. 


*Deceased 
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Applicants for admission are eligible only if they have fifteen acceptable 
units. Four years of work and a thesis are required to complete any of the 
courses. 


The school year is divided into four quarters. 
They are: 

First Quarter----September 12 to November 26 
Second Quarter---November 28 to February 25 
Third Quarter--~-February 27 to May 20

The graduate degrees grarted by the University of Louisville are Master of 
Arts and Master of Science, Master of Science in Medical Sciences, Master of 
Chemical Engineering, and Master of Science in Social Work. 


Certain departments in the College of Liberal Arts, the Speed Scientific 
School, and the School of Medicine offer courses which are accepted for gradu~ 
ate credit. The departments in which majors may be taken for the master's de- 
gree are: Anatomy, Biology, Chemical Engineering, Chemistry, Education, English, 
Histology and Embryology, History, Mathematics, Pathology and Serology, Physi- 
ology and Pharmacology, Public Health and Bacteriology, and Sociology. 


Persons holding the A.B., B.S., or M.D. degrees from an accredited school, 
college or university will be accepted for entrance to the Graduate School on 
a tentative basis. Persons holding a professional degree (other than the M.S.) 
from an accredited school may be admitted to the Graduate School on a tentative 
basis by satisfactorily passing a general college examination on the senior 
college level. 


Fees for students enrolled in the Graduate School, outside the Division of 


Social Administration, are the same as those for undergraduate students in the 
school in which the graduate work is done. 
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b. Division of Social Administration, Miss Margaret K. Strong, A.B., MeA., 
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Phe Digs Chairman, Adi Adininistrative Committee 


The Division of Social Administration, a part of the Graduate School, of- 
fers a one-year graduate curriculum leading to a provisional professional cer- 
tificate, and a two-year graduate curriculum leading to the professional degree 
of Master of Science in Social Work. These coursesof the division provide op- 
portunity for one to meet the requiroments for membership in the American Asso- 
ciation of Social Workers. 


To enter the Division of Social Administration as a candidate for the 
certificate or the master's degree, one must be a graduate of an accredited 
four-year college. Those graduates who have majored in sociology and have com= 
pleted at least twelve semester hours in other poo Lal sciences, including one 
course in statistics, will meet the academic requirements for admission. One 
who has graduated without a major in sociology may fulfill the academic require- 
ments for admission if he has completed a liberal distribution (generally not 
less than twenty-four semester hours) in sociology, economics, political sci- 
ence, history, psychology, and statistics. In addition to the academic require- 
ments, individual personal qualifications will be considered. 


Fees in the Division of Social Administration are the same for non-resident 
as for resident students. For students taking te ten or more hours of work, the 
semester fee is $75.00, plus a registration fee of $5.00. For students taking 
less than ten hours of work, the semester feo is $8.00 per semester hour for 
work taken in the division, plus a registration fee of $5.00 when more than six 
hours are taken or $1.00 if six hours or less are taken. 


Students in the Division of Social Administration, who register for Liber- 
al Arts courses ovtside the division, will pay for such courses in accordance 
with the usual schedule, except that in no such case shall the total semester 
fee, including the rogistration fee, excecd $80.00. 


WESTERN KENTUCKY STATE TEACHERS COLLEGE 
Bowling Green, Kontucky

Western Kentucky State Teachers College, a state institution, is located 
on a sixty-acre campus which includes an area known as College Heights. A six- 
ty-five acre farm, which is used for instruction in agriculture, adjoins the 
calnpus « 


The present enrollment is over 1,600 students. The institution offers op- 
portunity for specialization in nineteen different departments, with curricula 
leading to the Bachelor of Arts and Bachelor of Science degrees and all certi- 
ficates required by the state for the different types of educational service. 
Completion of 128 semester hours is necessary for graduation. 
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The college is a member of the American Association of Teachers Collezes, 
the Kentucky Associetion of Colleges and Secondary Schools, and of the Southern 
Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools. 


All applicants for admission to the freshman class must have on file in 
the registrar's office at the time of registration evidence of graduation from 
a standard high school. Kentucky residents pay no tuition, but all students 
must pay a $25.00 incidental fee. Books will cost avproxinately $10.00 a se- 
mester. The college library with capacity for over fifty thousand volumes 
offers splendid research material. 


Fifteen departmental clubs, class organizations, and inter-collegiate and 
intramural athletics including football, basketball, baseball, track, and ten- 
nis, provide opportunities for group activities. A limited number of students 
may earn a part of their expenses by working for tho college, or in the busi- 
ness houses of Bowling Green. 


West Hall, housing 200, and J. Whit Potter Hall, caring for 250, are dormi- 
tories for women. Prices in West Hall are slightly higher than in J. Whit 
Potter Hall, room and board in the former costing $90.00 a semester and in the 
latter $81.00 a semester. Students living off the campus pay from $6.00 to 
$8.00 a month for rooms, and from $16.00 to $13.00 a month for meals. 


Churches representing fiftecn denominations are located in Bowling Green, 
a city of fifteen thousand population. Oil, agriculture, and limestone mining 
are the chief industries in the comunity.

The dairy, gardens, orchards and farms offer splendid opportunity for stu- 
dents to secure vocational training in these occupations while earning part of 
their expenses.

The Kentucky State Industrial College for Negroes was established in 
1886. It is a public institution controlled by the State Board of 
Education. The campus of thirty-five acres and farm of 265 acres are 
located on the outskirts of Frankfort, Thirteen modern buildings house the 
activities of the school and provide living quarters for students and faculty. 
The training offered by the school is academic and industrial, the Pachelor 
of Arts and Pachelor of Science degrees being conferred, Four years are 
required to obtain a degree unless summer school is attended, 


The college requires for entrance: graduation from a hich school with 
fifteen credits of work, including three credits in English, one in algebra, 
and one in geometry. There are two rezular semosters and a sumner session. 


Tuition is free to residents of Kentucky and is $20.00 a year to out-of- 
state students, Pooks for the regular semester cost from $10.00 to $20.00 
and for the summer term, $2.00 to $8.06. There are three dormitories, 

Atwood Hail and Memorial Hall for men, and Kentucky Hall for women, kooms 
range from $4.00 to $6.00 per month and board is $13.50 per month; laundry 
service is $1.00 extra, The total estimated expense for one semester ranges 
from $98.25 to $107.25 and for a summer term of five weeks the expense is 
546.00. 


The library on the campus has twelve thousend volumes of well-dis- 
tributed, professionally administered books bearing specifically on the 
courses taught. «Aliso students may use the State Law Library and the 
Historical Society's Library. The college has a Y.M.CeA. and a YeWeCeAe 
on the campus. 


The school has an enrollment of nearly six hundred men and women, It is 
accredited as a standard four year Class "B" College by the Southern Associa- 
tion of Colleges and Secondary Schools and is a momber of the Association

The following degrees are conferred: Graduate in Theology, for which 
the requirements are high school graduation and two years (seventy semester 
hours) of seminary work; Bachelor of Theolozy, requiring seventy hours of 
seminary work after two years of college study; and Bachelor of Divinity, 
requiring completion of one hundred semester hours of seminary work in 
addition to an A.B. degree. The Master of Theology degree is granted to 
those who, having earned the A.B. and B.D. degrees, have completed a years 
seminary work and written a thesis of not less than five thousand words 
showing ability in research. Teachers from the Southern Paptist Theological 
Seminary are included in the faculty.

Western Kentucky Industrial College is affiliated with and rocognized as : 
Junior College by the Comittee of Accrediting Relations of Kentucky. It is 
also rated Class "P" by the conmittec on Admissions from Higher Institutions of 
the University of Illinois. Entrance to the school can be obtained either by 
examination or by an acereditod diploma, provided there are fisteoen acecptablo 
credits. Here the student may reccive a teacher training course requiring two 
years to complete. » 


the school year is divided into two terms. Theo first begins the third 
week of September, and ends the third week of January.

Needy college students, who could not otherwise remain in 
school, are ziven part-time employment through the National Youth 
Administration student aid program and are allowed to earn up to 
$15.00 per month. The number of students who can be aided through 
this program is limited, of course, because of quota restrictions. 


Local administration of the NYA student aid program is vested 
in the heads of the schools, Applicants must satisfy local school 
authorities that they cannot attend school without this assistance, 
and also must demonstrate ability to do satisfactory college work. 
These seeking NYA student aid should apply to the president of the 
institution they plan to attend,
